This environmental natural cornucopia of edible

The nautical era of the lobster boat soon replaced 
the use of sailboats to reach distant productive shoals and 
deep waters, when outboard and inboard motors allowed 
fishermen to station boats above lucrative locations 
with ease of coming and going out of port, making the 
workday go faster and easier. Early lobster boats also had 
an open area of the hull where flowing saltwater could 
keep freshly caught lobsters alive and well. 

As technology advanced over the centuries, 
they decked out with radar depth sounders, location 
positioning, and radios for communication. This gradually 
made a very hard-working occupation of the sea-bitten 
laborers go somewhat faster and easier, but the industry 
itself remained hazardous and long suffering for, as they 
say, some went down to the sea in ships.

are aware of, but the exodus of a 400-year-old industry 
habitat of a historical way of life and means of occupation 
is noteworthy for the future and worthy of recognition 
now rather than after it is already too late to anticipate the 
consequences of such global proportion. 


Editor’s note: The Wanderer invited candidates in contested 
races (more candidates than open seats) to write up to 350 
words explaining their candidacy.

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I play a leadership role in setting policy, implementing 
procedures, and enforcing an annual strategic plan. This 
skillset aligns well with the responsibility of a selectman. 

Affordable housing for certain populations in 
town is in demand and below the 10 percent threshold 
required by law, triggering 40B consideration. I have other 
ideas how Mattapoisett could use existing zoning bylaws 
to allow Accessory Dwelling Units or in-law apartments 
to be utilized more dynamically. Mattapoisett’s Zoning 
Ordinance, per Section 7.3 of Mattapoisett’s Zoning By- 
laws, can only be amended at an annual or special Town 
Meeting in accordance with the provisions of MGL Section 
5 Chapter 40A. This means that they may only be changed 
by town vote. 

To generate more interest in public service, I 
would retool our municipal workforce to avoid having 
employees report to family members in positions of 
supervision. Qualifications for public office should not be 
dependent upon family legacy, rather based on education, 
professional skillset and relevant / business experience. 

If elected, my first priority in improving 
Mattapoisett’s financial standing would be to keep 
our Triple A Standard & Poor’s bond rating so we can 
continue negotiating favorable borrowing rates and retire 
debt before taking on new debt, while continuing to 
explore ways to reduce the tax rate and increase revenue 
from other sources. 

If Mattapoisett received a $1,000,000 grant to 
use any way I wanted, I would fund an assessment of all 
town buildings, establish a grant matching account so the 
town has funds available for any project partially funded 
by a grant, and what remains to be used on capital items 


considered by the board.

Article to Cut Housing Density Limit Rejected 
Marion Town Meeting 
By Mick Colageo 

Three articles on Marion’s Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant drew substantial discussion from the floor. One 
of those articles carried, one carried with an amendment 
authored from the floor, and one was voted down on May 
10 at Sippican Elementary School. 

Developer Sherman Briggs, whose 28-unit 
housing project planned off Spring and Mill Streets is 
currently in the vetting process, spoke twice from the 
floor to state that passage of Article 43 would take the 
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incentive away from developers to build residential 
housing in Marion. 

The article, a proposed amendment of Chapter 
230-5.3 that would halve the density limit of multi- 
family residential housing from 12 units per-acre to six 
per-acre, did not pass. Its purpose was to encourage a 
limited amount of low-density, affordable housing mulTti- 
family rental or ownership housing compatible with its 
neighborhood. 

Planning Board Chairman Will Saltonstall gave 
village housing as a frame of reference for what six units 
per-acre looks like, but the mere mention of the village 
stirred up attendees who feel like town government looks 
after the village disproportionately to the rest of the town. 

Briggs further suggested that such an amendment 
would leverage developers toward 40B affordable 
housing, which brings more government control and 
offers less to the town in the way of revenue via water 
and sewer ratepayers. 

Article 43 was the only one among 50 in the 
Annual Town Meeting and two more in the Special Town 
Meeting to be rejected. 

Another article related to major development 
proposals in town was Article 45, a residential 
classification zoning change sought by a developer for 
land off Route 6 near the Heron Cove project. That article 
was withdrawn as a new strategy potentially involving 
town sewer is planned. A motion to pass over the article 
carried. 

Sewer remains the hottest topic in Marion, which 
sought in Article 4 to appropriate $3,392,767 to operate 
the sewer enterprise fund, including $1,791,545 for debt 
service and a $220,000 boost from free cash. 

Asked from the floor by Board of Assessors 
member Patricia DeCosta the purpose of drawing from 
free cash, Town Administrator Jay McGrail said the 
appropriation will help offset rate increases. Not everyone 
in attendance agreed with the logic. 

“Some of the biggest users are tax-exempt,” 
argued DeCosta. 

Board of Selectmen Chair Randy Parker clarified 
that water and sewer rates rise together and that Tabor 
Academy, contrary to implications made from the floor, 
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pays for water and sewer. 

William Washburn expressed concern that 
the strategy will become a trend. He called the cost of 
required denitrification technology in septic upgrades 
a “burden,” and suggested an enterprise fund be 
established to support homeowners against the steep cost 
of the harbor-friendly upgrade. 

Margaret Malkoski said that the town needs to 
fund the sewer system to everyone’s benefit. Planning 
Board member Chris Collings also applauded Washburn’s 
suggestion. 

Collings, who said he cannot hook up to town 
sewer from his River Road residence, said the 20-year- 
old strategy to take water and sewer out of Marion’s 
operating budget and establish enterprise funds has not 
succeeded in its intention to properly fund the system. 

McGrail noted that the $220,000 (free cash) 
subsidy would have to be voted upon annually. 

Article 20, which carried without substantial 
comment from the floor, authorized the town to borrow 
$2,740,000 for the lining to complete the lagoon cleanup 
project at the wastewater treatment plant. 

Article 3 also carried, authorizing a $2,463,476 
appropriation to the water enterprise fund, 0.37 percent 
less than the FY21 appropriation of $2,472,642. 

From the floor, resident Sharon Matzek proposed 
an amendment to Article 39 addressing Animal Control 
that quelled the concern of some dog owners who found 
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the language “at heel” to be too restrictive. Chief of Police 
Richard Nighelli explained that the wording was not as 
important as the intent and that being under the owner’s 
control was the point. 

The purpose of Article 39 was to address the 
attorney general’s rejection of existing language that 
contradicts state regulations. 

Noting that she does not own a dog, Matzek 
suggested adding to the “at heel” phrase “or obedient 
to the command.” Her solution was embraced, and her 
amendment and the amended article both carried. 

After Article 8 carried, Annual Town Meeting 
adjourned so the 7:30 pm Special Town Meeting 
could take place. Articles S1 and S2 both carried, $2 
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appropriating $255,000 in free cash for the installation of 
air conditioning on the first floor of the Town House. 

From the meeting floor, Jonathan Henry and Bob 
Raymond made technical suggestions based on their 
knowledge of the building, and McGrail and Parker said 
they would follow up on their ideas. Energy Management 
Committee Chair Christian Ingerslev urged the town to 
consider energy efficiency and financial impact not only 
for FY22 but over the long term. 

The Special Town Meeting adjourned at 7:37 pm, 
and the Annual Town Meeting resumed with Article 9. 

In all, Annual Town Meeting Articles 1-42 carried, along 
with Articles 44 and Articles 46-51. 

Article 46, brought by citizens petition, 
authorized the Board of Selectmen or its designee to apply 
for federal, state, or foundation grants to help Marion 
address a wide variety of long-term infrastructural 
challenges. 

The meeting, held in two rooms at Sippican 
Elementary School, easily established a quorum. Full 
COVID-19 vaccination was the basis for attendance in the 
Sippican auditorium, and the basis of the second room 
was overflow and for anyone not fully vaccinated. 

The main meeting room communicated with the 
second room via Zoom as projected onto a movie screen 
set up on the side of the auditorium. Moderator Brad 
Gordon checked in on all voter actions with Vin Malkoski, 
who acted from the second room as deputy moderator 
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until deep into the meeting when only five attendees 
remained in the second room. Those attendees joined the 
main room for the duration. 


Mattapoisett Voters Move All 


Articles to Finish Line 
Mattapoisett Spring Town Meeting 
By Marilou Newell 

The overwhelming sentiment of those attending 
Mattapoisett’s May 10 Town Meeting: Let’s get it done. 
While a few articles brought out some questions and 
concerns, none was so unpalatable as to be kicked to the 
street. All articles passed rather smoothly through the 
voting process, including Article Two, the $29,894,778 
General Operating Budget. 

Just prior to that vote, Barry Denham, soon-to- 
be-retired highway surveyor, stood up and spoke against 
a decrease in salary planned for his replacement when 
Article 1: Elected Officials Compensation was to be 
opened. In support of keeping the salary at the current 
$90,958 level versus decreasing it down to $75,000, 
Denham said that the surveyor doesn’t get overtime pay 
or sick days and he felt that a $15,000 decrease is unfair. 
The article, in its totality, including the new rate of pay, 
was passed 98 for and 4 against. 

Of all the articles seeing some need for discussion, 
the one that inspired the most emotion was the one 
viewed as a new revenue money maker — a meals tax.

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Championing Article 18, which passed with a majority 
vote of 90-18, was Town Administrator Mike Lorenco. 
Having been charged by the Select Board almost since 

his first day on the job with finding new revenue sources, 
Lorenco has sought to bring a small local meals tax to that 
effort. As he had previously explained at numerous public 
meetings, the proposal would mean a 75 cent or 0.75 
percent tax. Simply put, 75 cents on a $100 meal ticket. 

Select Board member Jordan Collyer said 
that nearly all surrounding towns have a similar local 
meals tax, some 75 percent of all cities and towns in the 
commonwealth. 

Lorenco explained that local restaurants would 
not be taking on more work or paying the tax themselves 
but simply would be passing the collected monies onto 
the state as they currently do. The state would then pass 
along those monies to the town. Douglas Schneider had 
voiced his concern that restaurants have suffered enough 
from the pandemic and should not be burdened with 
additional paperwork or with paying increased taxes. 

Lorenco explained that the state does not allow 
the use of new revenue to be used for operating expenses, 
that the estimated $90,000 in new money would be 
earmarked for special projects such as roadwork, and that 
the tax would start being collected in October. The article 
passed 90-18. 
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required time in which voters questioned the intentions of 
FEMA with respect to insurance increases and new lands 
noted in the maps. The article asked voters to amend 
existing bylaws by deleting the current Article 8 in its 
entirety and replacing it with a new bylaw, the purpose 

of which among other things would be to avoid the loss 
of utility services by flooding and to reduce damage to 
public and private property from flooding. 

Section 8.8 of the new bylaw establishes that 
“issuance of a variance to construct a structure below the 
base flood level will result in increased premium rates for 
flood insurance up to amounts as high as $25 to $100 of 
insurance coverage,” and that “such construction below 
the base flood level increases risks to life and property.” 

Several voters objected to the possibility of 
insurance premium increases. Schneider, standing again 
to speak, took umbrage to Section 8.10, which noted that 
other approvals such as Planning Board site plan review 
may be required for any changes to structures or lands 
within the new mapping plan. “This is another layer 
of bureaucracy,” he said. “It’s an extra burden on the 
homeowner.” Schneider also stated that the Conservation 
Commission is already the oversight committee for work 
within flood zones and thus changes within the flood 
zone are already being reviewed. The new bylaw would 
put the Planning Board in the position of oversight to all 
changes within the flood zone. 

Planning Board Administrator Mike Gagne 
reminded the voters that, if the bylaw amendments were 
not adopted by the town, “insurance will be cancelled in 
Mattapoisett in July.” The article requiring a two-thirds 
vote passed 64-15. 

Earlier in the proceedings, Chairman of the 
Capital Planning and Community Preservation Act 
Committees Chuck McCullough spoke on behalf of 
Article 10 Acceptance of the Report of Capital Planning 
Committee and Articles 13, 14, and 15, representing three 
proposed grant allocations from the CPA funds. 

Regarding the Capital Planning Committee 
report, McCullough explained in detail why the 
committee was asking for more time to prepare the 
annual report. He said, “The role of Capital Planning is 
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The items listed for FY22 funding were typified 
by McCullough as light: $42,889 for local schools’ phones; 
$18,500 for library roof and window repairs; $85,000 for 
sidearm mover attachment; $14,500 for fire department 
boat pontoons; $54,000 for design development for Long 
Wharf repairs and upgrades; $25,000 for floor tiles for 
local schools; and $55,000 for a new police cruiser. 

Article 10 passed, authorizing Capital Planning to 
issue its report at a fall special town meeting. 

McCullough then moved onto Articles 13, 14, 
and 15, grant applications for CPA funds. All were moved 
by majority vote. Those were $35,000 for repairs to the 
entrance way of the Mattapoisett Museum, $20,000 for the 
digitization of Cushing Cemetery records, and $20,000 for 
the ORR press box, contingent upon an equal sum being 
approved by voters in Rochester and Marion. 

Other articles of note included the passing by 
two-thirds vote for Article 19, Town Road Improvement 
Plan Funding in the amount of $450,000 for the 
development of 75 percent design for the village streets 
project, and Article 17, Authorization of Use of Grant 
Anticipation Notes for Town Projects. Article 17 is a 
funding vehicle that allows the town to pay for a project 
immediately after receiving notification of an award but 
before the actual monies are received. 

While four voters disagreed with Article 20 
that asked voters to change gender-specific titles such 
as selectmen and chairman to gender neutral terms like 
“select board” and simply “chair,” 104 voters thought the 
time had come to make the change. 

Article 24, Transfer of Funds for New Project 
Funding, received approval from the voters, 77-2, after 
a presentation by Water and Sewer Superintendent 
Henri Renauld, who told the voters that savings in the 
amount of $644,944 should be transferred to design costs 
associated with running a new sewer line across the Eel 
Pond breach. He said that the proposed construction 
would bury the new sewer line down 17 feet below sea 
level via directional boring. Renauld explained that, 
once the line reaches Reservation Road, several decisions 
would have to be made including whether or not to send 
the pipe along Reservation Road to Route 6 or along the 
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YMCA property. 

Regarding replacing the existing sewer line 
currently across the breach with another sewer line in 
the same relative location was not as problematic as 
previously believed. “New materials and technologies 
make it possible,” Renauld said in a follow-up. He also 
said that the bridge for the bike path has pilings driven 
deep into the seafloor, reaching bedrock that would help 
to protect the sewer line against objects being pushed 
upstream in a storm. 


Board Recommends Flood Plain Bylaw Article 
Rochester Planning Board

Rochester Planning Board on May 11 held a 
public hearing for an Annual Town Meeting Warrant 
article pertaining to an amendment to the flood plain 
zoning bylaw, something Town Counsel Blair Bailey said 
the town must undergo every few years as the federal 
flood insurance regulations change every so often. 

Bailey said most people won’t notice anything 
resulting from the bylaw amendment, “But the ones who 
do pay [for flood insurance], they know.” 

The amendments, though, are positive in nature, 
Bailey said, as they do provide additional definitions and 
more clearly spell out specific situations and questions 
that have become common. The bylaw amendments will 
make having to dig through federal regulations to answer 
common questions of applicability less frequent for 
residents, he said. 

“Make no mistake ... we don’t really have a 
choice,” said Bailey when it comes to adoption of this 
specific article. “This is what we’re told we have to pass in 
order for residents of the town to get coverage under the 
federal flood insurance program.” However, he added, it 
does not alter the program as it currently stands. 

With no questions from the board or the public, 
the board voted to recommend the article at Town 
Meeting on May 24. 

Before adjourning, Planning Board Chairman 
Arnie Johnson reminded the public that this was the final 
remotely held hybrid meeting of the Planning Board. All 
future meetings will be held at Old Colony in-person 
only; if the public has any questions about any current 
or future agenda items, he advised, “You must do it in 
person.” 

The public hearing for a Special Permit for 
Snipatuit Road Solar, LLC for a large-scale solar 
photovoltaic installation slated for 0 Snipatuit Road was 
continued until May 25 at the applicant’s request. 

The public hearing for a Definitive Subdivision 
Plan application, “Longbow Lane,” for Planning Board 
member Bendrix Bailey was also continued until May 25 
at the applicant’s request. 

The next meeting is scheduled for Tuesday, May 
25, at 7:00 pm and will be in-person only (no Zoom) at the 
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Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School 
Library. 


Revising Float System a Delicate Matter 
Marion Conservation Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

The manner, method, and size of how William E. 
Weber Jr. and Elizabeth Weber would replace an existing 
float and bottom-anchored chain system with a pile- 
held, two-float system at their 21 East Avenue home was 
discussed by the Marion Conservation Commission in a 
continued public hearing on April 28. 

Continued from April 14, the discussion was 
a deep dive into the length of pile stops, their impact 
on shellfish habitat, and recommendations of the state 
Division of Marine Fisheries. 

The emerging opinion among Conservation 
Commission members was that Division of Marine 
Fisheries standards should be followed. DMF 
recommended 30-inch float stops was interpreted as a 
gauge for shellfish disturbance. 

Chairman Shaun Walsh told project representative 
Dave Davignon of Schneider, Davignon & Leone Inc. that 
a smaller float than what is proposed might come with 
DMF’s blessing to use 24-inch float stops. 

The Webers filed a Notice of Intent for work in 
shallow water that would hopefully allow the family 
to enjoy the float this summer, but approvals are 
complicated. 

ConCom member Jeff Doubrava reported his 
struggle with the area of disturbance. “I don’t begrudge 
anybody the right to use the waterways,” he said, noting 
it is now a 60-foot float. 

Davignon said the gangway is 45 feet long, at 
least twice the length of a normal gangway, and it is so 
heavy it needs to be centered on the float. “That can’t be 
corrected unless we put in a pile-supported pier in the 
waterway,” he said. 

One ConCom member asked if the applicant 
knew what the harbormaster recommended, and 
Davignon and William E. Weber Jr. reported the 
harbormaster’s support for their plan. 

Although ConCom Chair Shaun Walsh 
determined that the lack of depth of the water in the 
area negate navigational interference for boats, he said 
it’s on the applicant to come up with a design that meets 
DMF approval. Davignon said the plan had not yet been 
submitted to DMF and it could be, but Walsh said he 
prefers for ConCom to see and vet the plan before it goes 
to the state level. 

“T would strongly urge the applicant to revise the 
plans to meet DMF’s recommendations,” said Walsh. 

Based on the time it takes to obtain a Chapter 91 
license, Davignon told ConCom he doesn’t believe he'll 
be able to install pilings until winter or spring of 2022. 
“But we can certainly revise the plans to comply with the 
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30-inch height requirement regardless of the method that 
they be installed for this year and next year.” 

Walsh reasserted that 30-inch float stops would be 
within DMF’s recommendations. 

Davignon agreed to a continuance to the 
commission’s May 12 meeting at 7:00 pm. 

Sippican Lands Trust was issued negative 
determinations of applicability for two of three RDAs filed 
on April 12 that were continued to April 28. 

One negative determination will allow the 
placement of boards atop existing rocks allowing passage 
over a stream for visitors to White Eagle parcel at Old 
Indian Trail Road. The other negative determination will 
allow the repair of a stone wall, and removal and cutback 
of invasive vegetation across from 173 Front Street. 

In the continued public hearing proposing the 
rerouting of the Osprey Marsh trail to avoid encroachment 
of private property at 354 Point Road, the SLT reported 
ongoing work with a design engineer to survey of the 
applicable portion of the property. No timeline had been 
established by the April 28 meeting. Walsh said that 
once the land is surveyed and stakes are established to 
delineate the property line, the option will be there to “go 
back out to look at the least invasive rerouting” of the 
path. 

The case was continued to May 12 at 7:00 pm. 

In a continued public hearing, Todd Zell was 
issued a Negative 3 determination of applicability for 
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what ConCom called buffer-zone work associated with a 
construction project involving a roadway, underground 
utilities, and stormwater management spanning the 
Rochester town line. 

In a public hearing continued from April 
14, Anne Bramhall was issued a three-year Order of 
Conditions to remove non-invasive vegetation and trees

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The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for May 12 at 7:00 pm. 
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It became a bit more of a debate versus 
brainstorming when the Master Plan Committee 
reconvened on May 5 to discuss schools, municipal 
building needs, and what the future might look like for 
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is a good place but that, “Maybe that’s where Town Hall 
should go.” 

Another member offered a different angle on 
where a new town hall might work, at the property 
now being used by the police and fire departments. 
Carlos DeSousa said, “It makes sense to put the Town 
Hall there.” He went on to say that buildings generally 
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have a 30-year lifespan and that the Police Department 
is nearing that now but that, “People like a campus 
(style) for convenience; it makes sense to group them 
there.” DeSousa went on to say that it is necessary to 
look at sustainability and new technologies using LEED 
standards. LEEDS stands for Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design Standards, developed in 1994 

by the U.S. Green Building Council to encourage more 
sustainable design practices. 

DeSousa went on to say that a facilities master 
plan committee should be deployed to study all options 
for new municipal buildings and/or repurposing. He 
also said that both elementary schools are about halfway 
through their life expectancies. 
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Planning Board Administrator Mike Gagne 
said that about seven years ago the town acquired the 
Gomes property on Church Street in order to have the 
option of building a new town hall next to the police 
station. Conceptual drawings were executed by Field 
Engineering, he said. 

Outgoing Mattapoisett School Committee 
and Master Plan member Carole Clifford said it is an 
emotional point to keep Center School functioning as 
a school, but that declining enrollment with associated 
decreases in professional staffing is a reality. 

Moving away from this simmering topic, Gagne 
introduced Library Director Jennifer Jones, who shared 
the current level of services being offered within the 
pandemic restrictions and her hopes moving forward. 
Jones said that technology would replace some familiar 
items such as compact discs and some printed materials 
over time. She said she wants the library to partner with 
more local organizations bringing new programing to the 
community. 

Later in the meeting, the committee returned to 
the subject of Center School when Clifford brought up her 
opinion that the senior center deserves its own location, 
not limited to being part of Center School, and wondered 
aloud at what uses are intended for the now town-owned 
former Holy Ghost grounds. “Nothing is being done 
there; it’s not being used,” she said.

Gagne took the roads discussion in another 
direction when he said that there is an impact on the 
personality of a community, in Mattapoisett’s case its 
“quaintness,” when new roads intersect with old country 
roads.

and volunteer but understood if people wanted a chance 
to think it over. The vacancy will be on the June agendas. 

Jon Gregory of Tata and Howard said he is 
willing to assist in any way possible. “We’re here to help,” 
said Gregory, who also reported that new pieces for the 
level loggers, devices that measure water levels and other 
critical data, have been installed and are functioning 
properly. Gregory also suggested a quarterly report from 
his office to the members, an overview on monitoring 
data.

Gregory said 
that once the pilot program has concluded, a full scope 
will be drafted for the towns’ consideration. Gregory also 
reported that chemical bid estimates are pending and will 
be ready by the end of June. 

Renauld noted that the plant located at Tinkham 
Lane is having raw water sampling inconsistencies. 
Renauld said that there had been some abnormal tests 
and will most likely conduct some line flushing to see if 
that clears up the issue. 

The next meetings of the MRVWSPAC and 
MRVWDC are scheduled for June 8 beginning at 3:30 pm.

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Harris Bids MOSAC Official Farewell 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

Vice Chairman Alan Harris decided not to run 
for re-election to the Marion Open Space Acquisition 
Commission primarily because he believes new blood is 
needed to strengthen the group. Chairman John Rockwell 
said during MOSAC’s May 6 Zoom meeting that he hopes 
Harris will remain interested in what commission is 


doing. 


“Mostly, Alan, thank you for your guidance and 
thoughtful suggestions over the years on guiding us 
through turbulent times,” said Rockwell. 

In his Point Road Path update, Rockwell reported 
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About Endlessness. Starring Martin Serner and Jan Eje 
Ferling. Directed by Roy Andersson. Running time: 
76 minutes. No MPAA rating: Now playing in select 
theaters and streaming on video-on-demand services. 

It is the common fatigue. That’s what my ears 
thought they heard during a scene in Roy Andersson’s 
typically deadpan About Endlessness. What I was really 
hearing was a priest delivering communion in Swedish: 
The body of Christ broken for you. But, in a lot of ways, 
Andersson’s first film in five years, and possibly his last, 
is all about the common fatigue. The priest, as it happens, 
is going through the motions, administering the ritual 
with a heavy heart and hollow soul — we have just 
seen him in the church kitchen, swigging from the same 
bottle that pours the blood of Christ. He appears several 
times in the film, often on the edge of tears as he admits 
he has lost his faith. But nobody much cares, even his 
psychiatrist. 

Sounds heavy, especially if this is your first tour 
through the bemusement park of Andersson (best known 
for his “Living” trilogy: Songs from the Second Floor, 2000; 
You, the Living, 2007; A Pigeon Sat on a Branch Reflecting 
on Existence, 2014). But About Endlessness, in the sort of 
irony remarked on by legions of critics by now, is in and 
out in 76 minutes. Andersson, who spent a long hiatus 
from feature filmmaking directing commercials (Ingmar 
Bergman was a fan of them), knows that the type and 
mode of story he wants to tell is best achieved with 
brevity. (His only film to exceed two hours, 1975’s Giliap, 
tanked hard and drove him out of features for 25 years.) 
The movie is an anthology of moments: some dreary, 
some distressing, some carefree. The anecdotes add up 
to a meditation on life as experienced individually and 
specifically by each subject. 

Sometimes the placement of scenes does a lot of 
the work. Early in the movie, and then not long before the 
end credits, a man grumbles to the camera that a former 
schoolmate has been ignoring him because of something 
unspecified he did to the schoolmate, way back then. That 
this man is the second, and then second-to-last, person we 
hear from — bracketing a collection of vignettes ranging 
from the mundane to the apocalyptic — makes a quietly 
funny point about the ridiculousness of long-running 
grievances. Motifs announce themselves: water or wine 
pouring into glasses, overflowing the glass, or filling a

vase for flowers at a dead soldier’s grave; the reality of 
death captured just before or just after its arrival. If there 
is despair here, though, there is also joy. Andersson knows 
that a vision without one or the other is false. The joy 
whisks away despair, insisting that despair doesn’t last. 
The despair infects our enjoyment, murmuring that joy 
won't last, either. And on and on in a loop. 

About Endlessness features Hitler his own bad self, 
in his bunker being dusted by bomb-loosened plaster 
and barely acknowledged by exhausted old generals who 
can’t even muster a decent sieg heil. The straight-faced 
absurdism of the segment recalls some of Monty Python’s 
“historical” sketches; the flatness of the style is a wicked 
rebuke to Leni Riefenstahl’s voluptuous portfolio of lies, 
Triumph of the Will. So we meet the Devil, and he’s this 
dull clerk celebrated by half-dead flunkies in the most 
banal-looking crypt any soon-to-perish despot ever had. 
Where’s God? Oh, I saw Him here and there, despite the 
plaints of the priest. He was there in the spontaneous 
dancing of teenage girls and in the fatal knife wounds of 
another — the A to Z of human experience. 

The movie leaves us talking back to it — we 
don’t want it to go just yet. The brevity sometimes verges 
on a taunt: most of the people we meet, we’ll never 
see again. The rare exception, aside from the recurring 
faithless priest, is a dentist who gets two segments — 
two consecutive segments, which nobody else gets. We 
first see him in a sketch that seems to be making a point 
about how emotions can get in the way of how we engage 
with people personally and professionally, leaving them 
hurt. The next bit finds the dentist in a bar, with a gentle 
snowfall visible out the windows — the cozy warm 
comfort of the scene is palpable, and it seems to nudge 
one of the customers into blurting “Everything is terrific.” 
As Kurt Vonnegut said, “I urge you to please notice 
when you are happy, and exclaim or murmur or think at 
some point, ‘If this isn’t nice, I don’t know what is.’” But 
Andersson isn’t finished, and the last two anecdotes are 
bitter and desolate, respectively — yet still with glimmers 
of mitigation. If this isn’t life, I don’t know what is. 
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Go Dog Go!

For the first time since 1980, Old Rochester 
Regional High School volleyball is the cream of the crop 
in the South Coast Conference. After going a perfect 11-0 
throughout the regular season, the Bulldogs managed to 
secure the SCC title by knocking off Somerset Berkley, 
GNB Voc-Tech and Case. 
“Going into that last game, we knew it was going 
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to be the hardest game because we were going for both 
the undefeated season and the SCC; Case was going for 
the SCC and some revenge,” ORR coach Jimmy Oliveira 
said. “I absolutely think we got their best game. It was 
three sets, but it felt like a five-set thriller... We were put 
in situations at the end of each set where we were tested, 
and we didn’t buckle. We didn’t leave the door open for 
them, and we finished the job.” 

While it took over four decades for ORR to earn 
another SCC volleyball banner, the 2020-21 Fall II season 
was only Oliveira’s fourth as varsity head coach. Winning 
the conference is a goal he has set for the team since he 
was promoted from coaching the JV squad, but now he 
doesn’t want his players to stop at the SCC title in the 
coming seasons. 

“Now that we’ve won the SCC, I want it to be 
the expectation now that they know that we’re capable of 
doing it,” ORR’s head coach said. “I think our confidence 
was riding high after beating Bourne, Case, and Voc-Tech, 
but I think finally getting over the hump and winning 
the SCC will go a long way with the group that we have 
returning, as well as the younger kids that go to witness 
it.” 

Of course, a perfect regular season with an SCC 
title was the absolute best the Bulldogs could have done 
this year. There was no MIAA state tournament for them 
to contend in due to the pandemic, but Oliveira thinks 
there was a little something extra his players walked 
away with this season — to go with their flawless record.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society 
By Susan LaFleur 

The Boston Post newspaper was founded in 
November 1831 and grew to be one of the largest 
papers in the country. The paper closed in 1956. In 1909, 
Edwin A. Grozier, head of the paper, came up with a 
way to get publicity. He proposed giving a special cane 
to towns in Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Maine, and 
New Hampshire. Between 400 to 600 were made and 
donated. The ornate gold-headed canes were given with 
the specific request that they be given to the oldest male 
resident in each town. When the recipient passed away, it 
was to be given to the next oldest person and so on. 

J. F Fradley & Co. of New York, maker of the 
finest canes in the country, was hired to make these 
special canes. Logs of Gaboon ebony from the Congo, 
Africa were brought to America cut and dried for months 
(twice) before finally being shaped, layered with varnish, 
and hand polished. The ornamental head was made 
with 14-karat gold. Engraved on the top were the words: 
“Presented by the Boston Post to the oldest citizen of (the 
town’s name).” The specialized work took a year to make 
a cane. 

Though 100s of these special canes were made 
and given to towns in New England, many have been 
lost, and others have been retired from use. There are 
towns that still continue with the tradition. 

Rochester is one of those towns still presenting 
this very special cane honoring its oldest resident. Though 
the list is not complete, here are the names of some of 
those who were honored. Note: It was not until the 1930s, 
with some protest, that women were included in this 
honor. The first cane awarded by Rochester was given 
to Savery A. Morse who passed away June 22, 1910 at
